PROJECT ART SHOW 


We understend that thia year's Art Show at Pacificon I was a great 
виваааа. Detailed lista of all the winners should be reaching Pas-tell subsaribera 
with the next issus. Entries from american Artists were higher than ever, but 
the response from Europe, though good in quality, was lacking in quantity. We 


fondly hope that the 1965 Worldcon will see inore 





4 entries from Europe. 


There are one or two innovations this time. We would have liked 
to follow precedent by waiving the entry-fee for overseas artinis entirely, but 
this waa not economically viable. Inatead, the fee for overseas entrants will 
be 61 ог its equivalent for up to five pieces. Wa are also making ап eniry-fee 


for British artists of 10/- for five or fewer places, but thie should be more 





than compensated for by the reduced or eliminated costs of postage, packing, atc. 


In order to assist overseas entrants io reduce the difficulties 
entailed in packing matted art, we have investigated the possibility of having 
the job done professionally aver hare, and we сап now offar the following service. 
For backing and framing a picture 32" х 22" the cost will be approximately 
$2.75. The frame will ba of plain white cardboard with bevelled inner edges. 
For a picture 124" х 10" the cost would be $1.50, and in-between sizes 
will be in-hetween prices. 
If you want to take advantage of this service, your artwork must reach ua 
at least sir weeks before the Con., and the money must he inoluded with your 
request: send what you estimate will cover the cost, and any excess will be 


refundad, cr any shortage deducted from your sales. 


Tull details of entry requirements will ba found on the entry forma 
sent automatically to Pas-tell subscribers. If you're not a subscriber, the 
forus сал be obtained from Mr & Mrs Varley, or from Bjo Trimble (5571 Belgrave 
Avenue, Gardan Grove, Calif.,92641): preferably by sending a sub. (1/6 an їаваа, 
or 7/6 for sir.) 

Finally, a nota of warning.  Sea-mail, like fe-male, is unpradiotable 
and if artwork is being sent this way you want to be sure to poat in good time.

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LONDON for visitors 


- answers to some questions, by Ethel Lindsay. 


Getting theres Arriving by plane at London Airport, there 18 а bus to take you 
into town for five shillings! arriving at other airports, a bus will take you to 
the nearest city, from where you can get a train to London. Arriving by boat, 





London trains will be found to ba waiting at the доска. 


Gatting about! London ia well sign-posted: at every bus stop in the oantre 18 
a list of the places to which the bus travels. Every tube station has a large 
map whioh showa you where you ага, and you can see from this how to get to where 
you want. (Nearest atation to the hotel: Marble Arch). Inside each tube carriage 
also, іа a map of the line along which the train runs. Also, there are plenty 
of taxis in the centre, and at the railway atations. 

Pares by bus and tube are similar: taris are dearer, but fairly reasonahle. 
Buses have conductors who come round for the fare and can be asked for help in 
reaching your destination. Tubes have ooin-bores for when you have the aorrect 
ohanga, pay-boxes for when you haven't. Anyone who 16 staying for at least a 
week is advised to buy the weekly ticket for overseas visitors, which gives you 
unlimited travel on all London Transport buses and tube trains for Ё1.10.0. То 
obtain this, take your passport to 55 Broadway, 3.W.l.

For information about self-drive or chauffeur-driven cars, also about 
travel further afield in Britain, apply to the Tourist Information Offices of 
the British Travel & Holidays Asscoiation.

This and that: Weather at tha end of August is variable: vary hot weather ія 
not likely, but it can be quite cool, so bring a sweater. Come prepared for 
raini Fog is rather unusual. 

Whilst no rigid clothing ideas are followed, London is like New York, in 
that more people dress formally than informally. But no one would raise an 


eyebrow if you were dr ed informally.

Por those of you who haven't come across the Hugo awards before, 
here is a brief note of what they are. They are the science fiction field's 
equivalent of the Oscar, are папай after Hugo Gernsback, and take the form of 
stylised rooketa. They are awarded yearly, by the members of that year's 
World Convention, for the best S.F. су fantasy productions in the categories 
stated, which you can see on the nomination form accompanying thia Progress 
Report. 

At "Pacificon I", the 22nd World S.F. Convention, it was resolved 
that the future system for the nomination of Hugoa should be studied by а 
committee, and until its report ia acted upon, in 1966, a temporary syatem of 
nomination by a panel of experts, selecting from suggestions offered by the 
membership at large, will be adopted. Wa do not consider it desirable to 
make any great changes in tha arrangements that have been found to work in the 
past, so we have retained the categories in whioh awards were made at Pacificon I 


without change. 


If you wish to put forward suggestions for Hugo nominations, ple

comply with the requirements on the form. Failure to do so may disqualify your 
nomination. The Convention Committee has a lot of work to do, and may not ba 
able to find the time to ascertain whether or not a nomination is eligible if 


you leave out details of its appearance in the field.
